Preserving The Past 


TOURISTS WHO visit the site of 


the Antietam battlefield this year may 
be among the last to view the historic 
area in its present state. When the 
National Park Service acquired this 
ground much of the battle zone was 
left in private hands. Now a nearby 
city is eyeing those private acres as the 
site for a housing area. The case of 
Antielam is not unique. Gctlysburg is 
faced by the same sort of encroach- 
ment. Many historic government build- 
ings, having outlived their utility, are 
threatened with demolition in order to 
put high-priced land to work as parking 
space. The huge federal interstate high- 
way program, menaces various sites of 
national public interest. The pressure 
groups arc contending. Some say that 
progress must be made, that the land 
belongs to the living; others hope that 
historic sites need not" be sacrificed.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Up to 


Sept. 15, national headquarters of 
the AFL-CIO Committee on Politi- 
cal Education—COPE—reported 
receipts of $346.000 for this year's 
election campaigns. 


This represents 50 cents out of 


every dollar collected from labor 
union members for political ac- 
tivity. The other 50 cents slays 
with state and local COPE ac- 
tivities for their . own political 
campaigns. 


What this reveals is that only 


692,000 out of the 15 million mem- 
bers of AFL-CIO unions have 
taken enough interest in politics 
to give it a buck. 


It is admitted thai more money 


may be collected between now 
and election day." But it isn't ex- 
pected to be as much as the 
$700,000 COPE collected in 1956. 
its best year.

GRADUALLY the helicopter inches 


in as an important part of life today.

Never carry an injured person from the 


scene of an injury. "This causes hundreds 
of tragedies. Recently a little girl fell down 
some stairs in Elizabeth. N\ J. The mother 
picked up her up and carried her to bed: 
The fall had injured the child's spine. Pick- 
ing her up killed her." 


Make sure an accident victim is breath- 


ing; 
this is the firsl consideration, taking 


precedence even over bleeding. "Even 
trained first aiders become panicked and 
forget thus. Artificial respiration, applied 
quickly, can bring a victim back to life. 
Taking time to call a doctor may prova 
fatal." 


In some degree shock follows every 


accident. Many victims die of it. rather 
than of their injuries, because the person 
attending them doesn't undersland what 
lo do. * 


RELIEVING pain tends to reduce 


shock, as does placing a victim in,a re- 
clming position with his feet raised above 
his head. Both should be done."
